The report of Forester Haughs Is as 


follows: 


Honolulu, Oct 14, 190L 


Wraj Taylor, Esq . Commissioner of Ag- 


riculture and Forestry. 


Sir.—I herewith submit my report of 


my second visit to the fires in the Ha- 
makua forest. This visit was made in 
company with Superintendent Boyd and 
Mr Campbell. 


The first day, Sept. 18th, we met Mr. 


A Horner and Mr. Carter, who explain- 
ed and guided us through what is called 
the Fin^flre and the Bee fire. Although 
arriving there late in the afternoon of 
that day, after having ridden from Ka- 
waihae, we had time to thoroughly in- 
vestigate 
the tremendous devastation 


that was being done by these fires and 
the great difficulties to be encountered 
In trying to check them. I say check, 
for we are confident that those fires 
must either burn themselves out or be 
drowned by a. deluge of rain before they 
are entirely subdued 


On Sept 19th, we started from Ku- 


kaiau, where we stayed over night Our 
kind 
host 
supplying us 
with 
fresh 


mount«, we started for the fire of July 
3rd. 
Mr. Walker of Ookala Plantation 


jo'ned us jit G Osborne's cofltee planta- 
tion. This'coffee plantation was almost 
totally destroyed by this fire, and the 
scorched trees standing withered and 
dry were pitiful to look at. We then 
continued our journey toward the fire 
After travelling the burned district for 
several miles, we arrived at the camp 
erected for the men who are righting this- 
nre. The method adopted In trying to 
check the fires is by digging trenches one 
foot deep and from two to four feet wide 
all around the burning: section, and then 
continual watching in case of sparks fly- 
Ing over and Igniting in the unburned 
section. 
In wind> weather great diffi- 


culty is encountered and many a little 
patch Is to be seen where sparks have 
carried oy«*sthe trench and started on 
the other side. These In turn hav* to be ~> 
dealt with in the same manner before 
thev get time to spread. 


Mr Hornet, Mr Walker and Mr. <Vr- 


ter have men night and day doing this 
work 
It Is costing quite a lot of money 


but it is money well ipent 
This work 


is being done and the money Is being 
spent by Mr. Horner and those who are 
interested and who have been assisting 
him in confidence that the • legislature 
will do the fair thing by them and re- 
imburse them for the money they have 
been spending in trying to save the gov- 
ernment forests. The fires hav* beeV " 
mostly on government lands, and as 
there was no appropriation to draw from 
for such work, It Is fortunate that those 
patriotic citizens came forward and lent 
a helping hand in the way they have 
done. After visiting this fire we return- 
ed again to Waimea, Intending to go' on 
to Kohala on Monday morning 
Sept 


23rd. On Sunday evening Mr A! Hom- 
er telephoned that a fire had started in 
a field of trash on the Paa.uilo Planta- 
tation. and that it had spread Into a ra- 
v ne and from there into a field of cane 
belonging to a Portuguese, burning about 
forty-five acres of cane, and that there- 
was danger of it getting Into the Louis- 
son Brothers'

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TH COURT'S 


Appeals Will Go 


to Supreme 


Court, 


(From Saturday's dally.) 


Appeals from the decisions of 
the 


Court of Tax Appeals must be filed 
within twenty days, and both Assessor 
Pratt and the appellants are already 
preparing to take a number of cases 
to the Supreme Cburt, to which body 
all appeals go, directly. 


Some of the rulings made by the tax 


court are unique and altogether un- 
usual in court procedure. In the case 
of E. S. Cunha whose assessment was 
Increased, the court in its ruling in- 
formed him that he was getting too lit- 
tle rent for his saloon building, and 
that it was worth at least $300 per 
month. They then proceeded to adjust 
the value upon this basis, by multiply- 
ing the annual rental 
by eight. In 


many cases the court used this method 
of adjustment-multiplication of 
the 


annual rental by eight, as the proper 
method to find its value. 
In 
many 


oases where lands were leased for long 
terms at very low rentals, the property 
•has trebled and quadrupled in value, 
and this difference 
between the real 


value and the value assessed to the 
owner. Is to be charged against the man 
that holds the lease. 


In another case the court gave as a 


reason for accepting the return made 
by the owner, that the adjoining prop- 
erty which was worth more had been 
assessed much less. In another case 
the court deducted the ground M be

Altogether forty-five 
decisions were 


rendered, the remainder of the ninety 
cases having been compromised. Some- 
times the court accepted the assessor s 
increase, and in other cases the return 
made by the property owner, 
while 


again in other cases, an entirely ne\v 
valuation was fixed by the court. 


The general outline of the- policy of 


the tax court and a few recommenda- 
tions Is given in the following .state- 
ment filed with the findings: 


In determining values we have been 


guided largely by the values of adja- 
cent property which has been return- 
ed for taxation has been assessed by 
the assessor and the 
ultimate value 
agreed on by both owner and assessor. 


In cases where there are separate 


interests in a property we have first 
determined the value of the property 
as a whole, and then apportioned such 
value among the several interests. W e 
found in many cases that owners of

Business Men Lay 


Assessment for 


Funds. 


(From Saturday's dally.) 


Whatever the method finally adopted 


there will be paid all that Is due the 
firm of Castle & Cooke for Its advances 
made In the building of the channel or 
quarantine wharf during the prevalence 
of the plague two years past. This was 
decided by the Chamber of Commerce 
at Its monthly meeting yesterday, and 
as result of the discussion had at that 
time there will be given to all the mer- 
chants of the community, an oppor- 
tunity to subscribe to the fund. 


The committee appointed last month 


to devise means for the payment of the 
amount expended In the erection of the 
wharf, reported that It had 
thought 


best to make an assessment of 
the 


amounts which In the opinion of the 
committeemen should be paid for the 
share of the firm or individual for the 
work done. This assessment amounts 
to a total of $8,590. In the apportion- 
ment of It the leading firms in the ship- 
ping trade are assessed $500 and from 
this sum the tax runs down through 
$350, $250 to $10 which is the sum placed 
against those members of the cham- 
ber who represent businesses other than 
merchandising. 


When the list was read there was 


some talk about the feeling of the mem- 
bers of the Chamber, as to the pay- 
ment 
of their assessments, several 


members asking if there had been any 
offers to pay or any opposition to the 
assessment. Mr. Swanzy said that the 
committee had done nothing but de- 
vise plans for the payment and had 
left the methods of collection to the 
chamber. 


Mr. Atherton explained that Mr. Oil- 


man had a list of those who used the 
wharf which might form a basis for 
any division of the benefits. 
He said 


the debt was simply one of honor on 
the part of the Chamber. It was not 
so much the firms making money out 
of their use of the wharf, but all who 
had business in the community at that 
time, for the people had the benefit of 
Its presence. There was other discus- 
sion and comment, leading up to Mr. 
Swanzy's remark that there were other 
merchants in town who had received 
benefits from the wharf but who were 
not members of 
the chamber. 
Mr. 


Spencer suggested that there might be 
some of these who would desire to con- 
tribute to meeting the expense of the 
construction. 


After further discussion a motion of 


Mr. Hoogs that the list be referred 
back to the committee for the collec- 
tion of the amounts as they prorated 
carried unanimously. 


The secretary produced a long letter 


from W. C. Weedon, dated Buffalo, 
N. Y., telling of the success of the 
lectures which he had been delivering 
there. 
The secretary also said that 


there had been remitted to Mr. Weed- 
on, for the lectures of himself and Mr. 
Oilman, the sum of $250. 
The circular letter of the Pittsburg 


Chamber of Commerce on the suppres- 
sion of anarchy and anarchists through 
national legislative action, was read 
by the secretary.

CHINESE MINORS 
- 


CANNOT ENTER 


Collector SLackable has received from 


the Collector of the Port at San Fran- 


i cisco a decision by Assistant Secretary 


j Taylor of the Treasury Department re- 
versing a former ruling, in which It 
was held that minor children of Chinese 
parents residing In the United States 
cgula be permitted to land without cer- 
tificates. 


The Chronicle says of the matter: 
The opinion upon which the Treasury 


Department's ruling admitting: these 
minors was made was written by the 
acting Solicitor-General of the depart- 
ment. 
The matter was referred last 


week to the Attorney General, 
who 


holds now that the ruling cannot be 
maintained, as it would render nuga- 
tory, in great measure, the exclusion 
laws against Chinese laborers. 
Many 


Chinese persons, though possibly minor 
children of parents residing here, are 
in reality old enough to work, and are, 
as a matter of fact, laborers and self- 
supporting. 
They come here to labor 


and not to receive the protecting care 
of their parents. 


The decision of the Supreme Court, 


upon which the acting Solicitor-General 
gave the opinion that the Treasury 
Department had no alternative but to 
admit minor Chinese persons, contem- 
plated the substantial 
unity of 
the 


family under the exclusion laws, and 
held that the wife and minor children 
of a Chinese merchant resident In this 
country were entitled to join him here 
without taking out certificates. 


The Chinese Bureau at this port got 


word that this ruling has been made 
known in China, and that hundreds of 
able-bodied young men were preparing 
to take advantage of this new method 
of evading the exclusion laws. 
The 


Influx would have come in about thirty 
days. Even during the brief time that 
the ruling has been in effect many la- 
borers have gained entrance into this 
country on the plea that they 
were 


joining their parent*. 


The absurdity of the ruling having 


become manifest to the 'department a 
audden stoppage of the fnflux will be 
the result. 
The 
department has be- 


come aware that many of the appli- 
cants for entry were 
strong 
young 


men who needed no parenfeJ care. In 
many cases the older sons of Chinese 
merchants have come here, fully ab!e 
to work, while the 
younger' children 


have remained in China 
in the care 


of their mother. Very few cases have 
come up where both parents at minor 
children resided in this 
country. 
In 


most cases the father only was ftere. 


Thus far few girts have sougliT ad- 


mission under the Treasury ruiingv and 
these were of tender age, coming tender 
the rule as contemplated by the Su- 
preme Court. But ft Is believed fhat 
numbers of yonng women, to be Im- 
ported for immoral purposes, were Be- 
ing gathered In China for shipment t"

KOHALA, Hawaii. Oct. MO.-Court was 


opened by the sheriff of Hawaii, L. A. 
Andrews, Hon. W. 8. Edlngs presiding, 
and Carl S. Smith, Esq., representing 
the government by special appointment 
from the attorney general. The grand 
jury was called and charged,immediately 
after which It set to work on the nu- 
merous cases brought before it, among 
which was the Kau murder case, as the 
most important case. It concluded1 Its 
labors Saturday afternoon, and was dis- 
charged after reporting its Indictments 
in court on Monday morning. 


The first case tried was that of Ter- 


ritory of Hawaii against Sam Kaluna, 
indicted for murder In the first degree, 
for killing a Japanese by name of Yo- 
shlda Sakichi. at Naalehu, Kau, on the 
night of July 1st. this year.
